SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 

To the patrons of the schools and the voters of 
Clarendon: 

The work in some of our schools has been some¬ 
what interrupted during the past year by change of 
teachers, and also from closing on account of sickness. 
The work has been good considering thecircmustances, 
and steady progress has been made where these inter- 
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ruptions have not occurred. Believing that the necessi¬ 
ty for such frequent change of teachers in some of our 
schools is due to the fact that the parents and patrons 
of the schools fail to give the teacher the support and 
co-operation which is her due rather than to the in¬ 
efficiency of the teachers, I wish to bespeak for our 
teachers during the coming year all the help and en¬ 
couragement you are able to give them. Our best 
schools and our most advanced scholars are found 
where the same teacher has been kept year after year. 
We shall never have the right kind of schools until we 
provide the right accommodations, and so I wish once 
more to call attention to the schoolhouses in North 
Clarendon, which are wholly unfit for school purposes 
and a continual menace to the health of both teacher 
and pupil. I, therefore, recommend that a schoolhouse 
suitable for the accommodation of both schools be built 
which will improve our schools and at the same time 
decrease our school expenses. I trust that this matter 
will receive your careful consideration, and that some 
action in regard to it will be taken at an early date.

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TOWN AGENT’S REPORT. 

The suit with the Rutland railroad for the bridge 
at the old Enoch Smith farm was tried at the Sep¬ 
tember term of court and a verdict in favor of the Town 
was returned. Exceptions were taken and the case 
went to Supreme court, which was heard on the 11th 
o! I'ebruary, and at this time is with the Court, which 
has adjourned till February 27th. The Counsel had to 
go to Montpelier three times before having a hearing. 
The Counsel asked for and was awarded costs against 
I he defendants for one trip—the three trips making near 
700 miles traveled. The citizens of the Town came to 
my assistance in the trial very generally, for which I 
am very thankful, and particularly to L. F. Croft, for 
valuable assistance. I would not advise building any 
more bridges over railroads as they are apt to prove a 
very expensive luxury, from present appearance. 

Charles Spafford sued the Town for rent of ground 
which the school house near his place occupies. Trial 
was had before Justice W. M. Ross, of Rutland, and a 
verdict was rendered in favor of the plaintiff for $4.50 
and costs, and I took an appeal to the County court. 

I have spent twenty days in attending to these suits 
ind am in hopes the larger part of it may be included in 
t he costs in Rutland railroad suit, therefore have not 
pul in any claim for services at this time.
